JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 

Dates from this port are to the 14th June. The London 
mail of the 10th April arrived out on the 3rd June, 

The Tycoon passed through Kanagawa on the 10th June. 
It had been uotified by circular and by advertisement on 
that morning that application having been made to Yodo, per- 
mission had been granted for foreigners to witness the proces- 
sion, and a spot appointed for that purpose. From 9 o'clock 
A.3t, therefore, until 2 p.x., there was a continuous stream of 
foreigners from Yokohama to their appointed rendezvous. .A 
great number had determined to make a regular pic-nic of it, 
and a better locality could hardly havo been selected. It was 
on a small knoll uuder the shadow of fine umbrageous trees, 
and separated from the Tokaido by about half-a-stone’s throw, 
ata spot where for a hundred and fifty yards there was a 
cessation of buildings, and couscquently an uninterrupted view. 
‘The army of the Tycoon marches very differeutly to European 
armies. Armed retainers of Daimios walk along apparently 
without object, sometimes in twos and threes, and 
even sometimes singly, and appear to be only strollers 
along the road. The baggage is carricd by coolies in 
the ordinary manner that private gentlemen have 
their personal baggage conveyed; but except that the 
stream was a little more continuous, it hardly indicated any- 
thing very much out of the common. At last, however, a 
clearing of the road, by order of the Vice-Governor of Kanagawa 
himself, who arrived on horseback, put everyone on the gui vire. 
The Vice-Governor then dismounting, remained there until all 
had passed. At ten minutes past two a distant beating of drums 
was heard, and shortly forth came the vanguard. Two drummers 
in front—the chief officer of the Infantry body-guard on horse- 
back, following; then several small field howitzers, drawn by 
single led ponies, Then came a regiment of about 600 men, 


"| four deep, armed with Enficld rifles and bayonets. ‘Their dress 


was a hybrid between Japanese and European. The trousers 
were of the latter cut, only loosely tied round the ankle, the 
rest of their costume being Japanese. They were in heavy 
marching order, with knapsacks, aud each had drinking uten- 
sils, &c. They marched with the utmost regularity, and 
showed at least good drilling to that extent. They were 
foliowed by another regiment, preceded by about twenty drums. 
Their dress and arms were purely Japanese, and the variety of 
colour of their tunics made a very pleasing sight. The more 
immediate body-guard followed. First a large Incquered box 
containing the arms of the Tycoon. This box, as it passed, was 
Then a cavalcade of 
about twenty horsemen, all high officials, amongst whom was 
the Tycoon. He was pointed out as a young man riding in the 
centre of the cavalcade, his surcoat, buff colour, embroided with 
gold, with a large crest on the back. ‘The one circumstance 
that led to the bolief that it was actually he, was the fact that the 
Vice-Governor kow-towed to him, bending his forehead tu the 
very ground. This, to us, seemed confirmatory of the assertion 
of the Japanese Custom-house interpreters, who pointed him 
out at first. The procession, after the passago of the Tycoon, 
gradually became more straggling and less interesting, and all 
came to an end by about ten minutes to three, 
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The Japan Herald states that 2% new embassy is to be dis 
patched to Europe, not so tuch for political purposes, as for 
the purchase of European arms, engines, aud many other things 
of which the Tycoon’s Government feels, at this time, a more 
particular want. Our contemporary expresses the hope that 
this measure will not trespass upon the dominions of the com- 
mercial world, and continues:—“ If we have dwelt at length on 
this subject, it is because it seems that certain commercial 
transactions have been and are to be made, in quarters to which 
such transactions do not belong. We have aright to take both 
the facts and the rumours into consideration, for we know 
that, whereas one Foreign Minister thought himself authorised 
to order ships for the Japanese Government, and has 
by this diminished the profits his countrymen ought 
to have made, another functionary has not hesitated 
to buy, in his official capacity, and therefore, under 
particularly favourable circumstances, Japancse produce, 
and to send it to a market in Europe, where the merchandise 
thus cheaply imported created cousiderable disturbance. He 
did this openly and frankly, and we aro perfectly aware that 
he thought to do well for his Government and countrymen, 
but he was mistaken, Similar transactions, under whatever 
circumstances, would always have similar inconveniences, and, 
in order to avoid them, it would be well if everyone would keep 
to the position in which he has been placed : let merchants do 
their legitimate mercantile business, and Jet Ministers look 
after and protect the interests of their Government and of 
their compatriots.” 

Mr. Flowers, Acting British Consul, has circulated, for the 
information of the British community resident at Yokohama, 
the accompanying copy of notification, issued by the Governor 
of Kanagawa, upon the subject of business transactions in 
native and foreign coin :— 

“ There is nothing to prevent paying, or receiving payment, for articles 

merchandise in either foreign or native coin. It has come to our ears, 
however, that of late some have refused to accept Ichibus, and that 
Dollars also are supposed by them not to be current. There is not the 
slightest foundation for these ideas. It is therefore notified that payments | 
for articles of merchandise may be freely made and received in either 
foreign or native coin, “Custom House.

The Municipal Committee is rapidly organising a system of 
local government, fand have chosen Mr. ,R.Schoyer for their 
chairman. Mr. Rickerby has volunteered to fill the office of 
Honorary Secretary. Police, Sanitary, and Finance Committees 
have also been appointed ; and a Committee “to inform the Con- 
suls of the organisation of the Council, as well as that the Finance 
Committee has power to receive funds from their hands, and 
moreover to ascertain the amount of funds at the disposal of 
the Municipal board.” This Committee had obtained from the | 
Consuls a written document defining the powers delegited to 
the Municipality. ‘The filling in of the Swamp was to com- 
mence in a few days. The contract had been declared by the 
Governor of Kanagawa to bo taken, and a promise had been 
given that there should be no further delay. 

‘The committee appointed at the general meeting of the 
United Yokohama Club had presented their report, unanimously 
advising the members to “ purchase the lot No. 76 in the main 
street at @ price not exceeding $42,0u0. ‘They further recom- 
mend that the requisite funds be raised by loan and debentures 
—not by shares, That a debenture list be immediately opened, 
and, after raising as much as possible in that manner, the re- 
mainder (not half it is anticipated) can be raised by loan at 
12 per cent. ‘They propose the fullowing scheme for deben- | 
tures :—That they should be uf the value of 8100 each, trans- 
ferable—payable in five years, or redeemable before that. time ! 
at the option of the Finance Committee. ‘That they skpuld 
bear interest at 9 per cent., and yeceive hesides a bonus of 
one-eighth of the surplus annual profits of the club;  five- 
eighths tuereof being reserved for a sinking fand, and  two- 
eighths for improvements and repairs to the house.” 

An impudent robbery was ef\4ed on the evening of the 29th 
May at the Hotel des Colonies, dtbing dinner time, when all in 
the house were more or less engaged. ‘The windows of the 
lower floor are built pretty high from the ground, but the fence 
a: the side of the house is so constructed, and in such a posi- 
tion, ss to make a good ladder for any one with a turn for bur- 
slary, being within about eighteen inches of the wall of the 
house, and exactly even with the windows.

escape with it. On discovery of the robbery, at a later hour, a 
search was made outside for any trace of the robber, when one 
of the gentlemen living in the house found the portmanteau 
lying in the gutter opposite, its locks broken, and everything 
that was valuable extracted. It is said that the loss amounts 
to nearly eight hundred dollars. The Japanese night-guard 
were appealed to, and made a close and strict exataination, but, 
of course, without receiving any clue, they could do nothing. 
The garden of the Rev. Mr. Bailey had been plundered of a 
quantity of scarlet gerauium plants—not so insignificant a spoil 
as might be supposed, as it seems the Japanese gardeners have 
none such, 

The half-ycarly inspection of the 20th Foot by Major- 
General Guy, commanding the forces in China and Japan, 
commenced on the Gth of June. On the 8th, there was a final 
inspection of the men on parade in heavy marching order. 
‘The men formed into a hollow square—the Commander-in- 
chief and officers of the Staff and of tho Regiment in the 
centre—when the General addressed them, praising the general 
appearance, condition and discipline of the regiment, aud say- 
ing that it would be a pleasing duty to report favourably of 
their condition to his Royal Highness Commanding-in-chicf 
H.B.M.’s forces at home. He took occasion to allude to the 
too prevalent affection for ardent spirits, and urged them strongly 
to avoid them as inimical to their interests—both as soldiers and 
as men. The Freuch man-of-war troop-ship’ Sarthe, Capt. Galey, 
on entering the bay on the evening of the 4th June, unfortunately 
grounded onthe bank (nud and sand), which is rapidly extend- 
ing off Treaty Point. Capt. Luard, of H.LS. Conqueror, and 
senior officer, immediately sent a boat offering assistance, which 
having been accepted, a launch with stream cable aud anchor 
was sent, in charge of Lieut. Price, Mr. Solflect (Master) ac- 
compavying, to render advice and assistance in getting her off 
and to navigate her tothe anchorage. ‘The result was, a little 
before two a.3., the ship was safely moored three cables’ length 
from the Conqueror in six fathoms, More than a dozen vessels 
have grounded on this bank in little more than a year, 

‘A melancholy accident occurred on board the Conqueror, on 
the 30th of May, resulting in the death of Thomas Turner, a 
seaman, who fell from the mizen topsail-yard, and striking 
against the mizen-rigging and chains broke his neck, arm, and 
collar-bone. The body was recovered some two hours after 
the accident. 

A cricket-match, Garrison v. Civilians, played on the Royal 
Marine Parade Ground, terminated in favour of the former, the 
score being 132 against 105. 

Messrs. Coare, Lind, and Co. give notice, under date June 1, 
that they have established themselves at Yokohama as public 
silk and tea inspectors and general commission agents,—Mr. 
Charles Rickerby notifies, under date May 29, that he has es- 
tablished himself as bill-broker and general commission agent. 
—Mr. Samuel Clifton notifies, under date May 26, that Mr. 
Alexander McKechnio “ceases to sign my name per procuration 
from this date ;” and under May 29, that Mr. A. M. Dick is 
authorised to do so from that date, 

Public notice, dated May 31, is given by the U.S. Consul, 
that T. J. Rumebe, a naturalised citizen of the United States, 
has filed his petition in bankruptcy in the Consular jurisdiction. 

NAGASAKI, 

On tho 11th June a two-sworded official took up a position 
outside the Royal Hotel and commenced making a disturbance 
by shouting, and jostling the passers-by. A mulatto named 
William Henry, a British subject, who keeps the bar at the 
“Royal,” went out to #te what was going on. As soon as he 
got into, tke strect ttl Japanese officer ran towards him, and at 
the same momeut he received a sword-cut on his head which 
penctrated his skull, and extended for a length of seven inches. 
‘Two Chinese who were standing near were next attacked, one 
being cut down by a wound on the right shoulder, the other 
by a severe blow across the face. Having done this much, the 
Yaconin * ran amok” along the strect with his sword drawn, 
cutting at every Chinaman and European ho chanced to 
encounter. Luckily he did not wound any foreigner, but ho 
cut down two of Messrs. Alt and Co.’s Chinese tea-firers, and 
another Chinese who was employed on board the steamer 
Australian, ‘The injured men were at once taken onboard the 
Barossa, where every attention was paid them by Doctors Head 
and Hollingworth. "On the following day they were removed to 
the Hospital. The Chinanan belonging to the Azstrulian is, 
it is feared, mortally wounded, and Henry is also in a very 
critical state, but the others are doing weil. When the second 
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wounded man was brought on board the Barossa, Captain Boys, 
thinking that a general massacro was contemplated, sent ‘an 
armed boat to the pier, and landed a picket of marines, The 
latter after having patrolled the settlement, aud communicated 
with H.B.M.’s Consul, retired to the ship. 

There were no less than eleven Japanese steamers in port, 
anil all for repairs. Itabus were at 260 per $100, and dollars 
still very scarce, 

HAKODADI. 

On the 8th of May the British Consul, Captain Vyse, and 
Mr. Howard, Messrs. Dent and Co.’s agent, were taking their 
after-dinner walk, when they were recalled by the servants of 
the latter to his premises, with a statement, that they had 
been violently entered by four Yaconins supposed to belong to 
the Prince of Aydsoo, who was one of the guardians of Hako- 
dadi. On returning theso gentlemen found the Yaconins 
engaged in tyiog-up one of the Japanese servants who had 
tried to obstruct their entrance. The Consul and Mr. Howard, 
who had provided themselves with their revolvers, at once pro- 
ccerled to tho rescuc of the servant. Three of the Yaconiusimme- 
diately fled, but the fourth was secured after a severe struggle, 
during whick he drew his sword. Fortunately the Yaconin was the 
only one who received injury, as in the taking of the sword from 
him it received such a direction as slightly to wound him, The 
rnftian was immediately handed over to the Japanese police, This 
incident, in conjunction with the murder of the sailor, reported 
in the last London and China Telegraph, would not be vf so 
grave a character, were it not for the supineness of the Japanese 
police. It appears that the Governor uo longer resides at 
Hakodadi, but atthe fort of Kamaida: consequently, while he 
is away, the Vice-Governors prefer their case to the active dis- 
charge of their duties. Another, avery regrettable circum- 
stance, is the report that during a visit of the 
Japanese oflicers to Mr. Howard’s premises on tho 
following day, the three unarrested Yacouins were allowed to 
penctrate with the other retainers into the court-yard, At the 
time the news left Hakodadi the result of the investigation 
made was not known, We are therefore unable to give any 
information as to what were the objects of the rufiians in enter- 
ing Mr. Howard’s premises—whether it was an insolent freak, 
or a quarrel with the servants of the house, or an inteution to 
attack the foreign inmates, A meeting was held of the 
different Consuls, who addressed a communication to the Russian 
Consul, Mr. Goscavitch and the Commander of the Russian 
corvette lying there, requesting them, as connected with the 
only naval force available, to assist them in necessary measures 
for general protection. Capt. Vyse wrote nt once for British 
Naval assistance. 

The French man-of-war steamer Dupleix had since visited 
Hakodadi from Yokohama, and returned to the latter port, 
with advices that affairs were perfectly quict, The Russian 
men-of-war Bogatyr and Varaig, tho former conveying the 
Admiral, had left, it was supposcd to visit the several ports on 
the coast of Manchouri. Hopes are expressed that on the 
arrival of Admiral King measures will be taken to induce him 
to station a ship of war permanently at Hakodadi. The 
place, it is said, is rising into importance, and it would be a great 
misfortune that its commenced developments should be arrested 
from the want of naval protection. 








CLIN. 
PEKING, 

Native advices from Peking announce the startling intelli- 
gence that the Nien-tei have penetrated into the Chi-li_pro- 
vince, and now hold a position not more then ten miles distant 
from the important city of Pao-ting-fu, situated about one 
hundred wiles to the south-west of the capital. They are 
commanded by Miao Tienching, a son of the famous Miao Pei- 
ling. The Government has for some time anticipated this 
irruption into the neighbourhood of the court. Directions were 
sent down lo the Keangsu authorities to transport all the dis- 
ciplined troops in the province to the assistance of the northern 
army, and accordingly four steamers (the Fenella, Glewyle, 
Viola and Fusiyama) have been chartered to convey the Sung- 
kong and Fung-wang-shan garrisons to Tientsin at $5.50 Mex. 
per head, ‘Two sailing vessels have likewise been taken up at 
$2.50 Mex. per head. ‘Ihe number of troops to be transported 
to the north amounts to seven thousand men of allarms, In 
view of this critical state of things and of the renown which 
Li Hung-chang has already gained, a report has obtained cre- 
dence to the effect that ho lately memorialised the Throne, re- 
presenting that so important a post as Nanking should not now 















— — 
be allowed to lose the presence of Tseng-Kuo-fan, and offering 
to go in person to assume supreme charge in Shantung. A 
letter dated 10th June states that the authorities in Peking 
had in their tribulation applied to Her Majesty's Minister for 
the services of a British military officer from the Taku forts, 
and it was believed that the commanding officer of the small 
detachment stationed there would leave immediately to join the 
Imperialist_forces. 

TIENTSEY, : 

The following is from the North China and Japan Market 
report :—We have received advices from Tientsin, which in- 
form us that the Commissioner of Customs at that port and an 
officer in the Purveyor’s department of the English army, now 
on leave, have started for the scene of operations against the 
Nicn-fei. Rumour asserts that Mr. Menzies, the officer 
alluded to, has been sent to this country as the bearer 
of a sword of state for Prince Kung, and has also been 
entrusted with a semi-liplomatic mission, the particulars 
of which are, however, unknown to the English civil authorities 
hero and in Peking. Our information as to the nature of 
Mr. Menzie’s duties in China are based on his own statementa, 
but for which fact we should be disposed to doubt the pro- 
bability of an officer in his department being selected for a 
mission of the kind, The circumstance appears still more ex- 
traordinary when it is remembered that a positive denial was 
given some short time since in the House of Commons to the 
assertion that English officers were still at liberty to take service 
under the Imperial Government of China. Of course if Mr. 
Menzies has obtaincd any post in tho Chinese army now 
operating against the Nicn-fui in the north, he must possess the 
direct sanction of the Government which despatched him hither 
for a specific purpose. 

SHANTUNG. 

From this port we learn some interesting particulars regard- 
ing the death of San-ko-lin-siv. He lost his life by a gingak 
ball while gallantly leadiug on his cavalry against a strong body 
of Nien-fei encamped outside the city of Chi-ning-chow. Wu 
Tang Peng Yu-ling and Huang Yi-sheng, the high officials 
attached to the army in Shantung, have been subjected to uft- 
limited abuse by the Peking Government for the neglect they 
displayed in not securing his dead body. It appears that after 
the engagement in which he lost his life the field was left in the 
possession of the Nien-fei, who captured his body, and cub it 
into minute pieces, At the same time a general named Cheng 
Kuo-shui, who had formerly held an important post in tle 
Nicn-fei army, but who had subsequently changed sides, and 
been rewarded by the rank of Ti-t’u, in the province of Che- 
kiang, was also killed. ‘The rebels are pushing rapidly onwards, 
and have now succeeded in capturing the city of Tsao-chou-fa, 
close to the coast of Shantung. They meet with more frequent 
reverses than befell the 'Taipings, but their progress is steady, 
although slow. 

SHANGHAI, 

From this port wo have advices to the 29nd June, Thep 
English mail of the 26th April arrived on the 12th June; and 
by the Oriflamme, on-the 18th June, telegraphic advices to 
May 13th had been received. Sir Harry Parkes was to leave 
for Yokohama in H.M.S. Leopard about the 24th of June, and 
the arrival of Dr. Winchester to succeed him as shortly et- 
pected: A “Scciety for the Relief of Distressed Foreigners ” 
had been formed among the residents, and was expected to 
receive ample support, and to prove very uscful, 

HANKOW. 

The news derived from native sources indicates an alarming 
state of things in the neighbourhood. The men in the Imperial 
garrison continue discontented, and a few days since five more 
camps mutinied, so that out of the fourteen camps which 
General Pao Chao is supposed to have under his command, 
only two own allegiance to the Government. The remaining 
twelve have departed on a predatory excursion into the 
Anhuei province, 

HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 29th Juve. The Marscilles mail of 19th 
May had arrived, per Zigre, on the 27th Juno, by which vessel 
telegrams from London, up to the 1st June, were also received. 
‘There was no news of itaportance, either political or social, and 
trade generally was dull. 


SIAM, 
BANGKOK. 
The question as to the ability of the Siamese Government 
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to suppress publications is still under discussion (states the 
Siam Times of the 29th June). If the treaties are of any 
force, they have uot, for if one branch of business can be 
suppressed by them, so can every other. 

HLBM, steamer Princess Royal atrived at the avchorage off } 
the bar on the 8th June. The Siamese Government had 
kindly placed two stcamers,§the Jimporatriceand Rapidlity, at the 
disposal of H.D.M. Consul, which went out the day 
previous to await her arrival, and to bring up the Admiral 
and such officers and men as he might designate. 
Admiral King aud several of his officers took the Inperatrice, 
and landed at H.B.M. Consulate early on the afternoon of the 
9th. Other officers, with the band and a detachment of mari 
took the Rupidicy and arrived upat the British Consulate 
6vst, Both steamers brought up about eighty in all. 
calls were made by the Admiral and Consul, in company w 
his officers, on the principal Siamese Government officials, which 
were received and returned. a most cordial and friendly 
manver. On Tuesday, the 13th, the Admural, Consul, ani 
ofticers had a grand audicnce with his His Majesty the First 
King at the Royal Palace, followed with a sumptuous dinner. 
Late in the evening, a part of the officers and men went on 
board a steamer to return to the Princess Royal outside the bar, 
and to bring up another set to enjoy a change, and accompany 
the Admiral and Consul to an audience and entertaivment with 
His Majesty the Second King on the Lith inst. 

Tho visit of H.B.M. steamer Princess Roy to this port (re- 
marks the Siam Zines) was one of those eveuts which leaves a 
very pleasing recollection, ‘Ihe adiniral and his officers were 
nobly entertained, and enjoyed. the visit very much, Among 
the entertainments none, aside from the one given by the King, 
were so well got up as that of his Excelleucy the Prime Minister, 
At this dinner, after the usual loyal and complimentary toasts 
wore drunk, his Exccllency, the Admiral, and H.BM. Consul 
Moade specclies, ‘his is a new feature in Siamese ente: a= 
ments, which wo hope will be kept up in future. On com- 
pleting their stay up to the city, they were again furnished with 
steamers to take them out on buard the Jrincess Royal. A 
party of merchants and some others made a visit to the steamer 
on Friday last, and were entertained with target. shooting, and 
many exercises connected with war vessels. The Prime Minister 
and many of the Siamese nobles also availed themselves of the 
opportunity to visit the Princess Royal while lying off the bar, 
His Excellency was among the last visitors, and after giving him 
grand reception and entertainment, the Princess Royal sailed 
on the 18th June for Hong Kong. 

On the 9th June, about half-past four Pat, in crossing the 
Bar in the steamer Lapidity with Admiral King and a great 
number of officers on board on their way up to Bangkok, a 
boat having a sail up was suddenly seen to disappear. Captain 
Bush, the harbour-master, reported it to the Admiral and re- 
quested permissicn to return and rescue the men, ‘The steamer 
was accordingly turned, and succeeded in rescuing the entire 
crew of the boat, which consisted of five Siamese, and one 
Englishman of the name of Russell, in the employ of Captain 
Major. The boat was found to be the Post-boat returning from 
the shipping outside to Packnam. The poor fellows were 
very much exhausted by the waves washing over them. After 
the men were brought on board the steamer, the Admiral and 
officers contributed about eighteen dollars, and divided it 
among the boat’s crew for saving Mr. Russell, who could not 
swim, and must have been drowned had not the Siamese buat- 
men held on to him in the manner they did. ‘Lhe Admiral 
highly complimented Captain Bush, the harbour-master, for 
the gallant manner in which he placed the steamer alongside 
the drowning mon in such a heavy sca. 

Mr, Newbruuner, who has been up north into the teak pro- 
vinees, returned to "Bangkok a few days ago. ‘There is no 
want of timber, but the great difficulty is to get reliable natives 
to work the forests aud raft the logs down on European account. 
Mr. Newbruaner brings the sad uews of the death of Mr, Pen- 
fold, who accompanied him to the teak for Mr. Penfold, 
before enguging in his recent forest labours, was in the employ 
of some of the merchants of Maulmain, where he leaves a wile 
and five or six children. We hear that Mr, Spencer is about 
goivg up to the teak forests to attend to the rafting down of a 
quantity of timber. If reports are true, there is a very large 
number of logs waiting the rains to fill the streams, so as to 
enable their owners to float them down. ‘Teak timber has been 
80 scarce for a ycar past that it is hoped a large amount will 
arrive this year, 
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STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 7th July. The London mail of the 26th 
May arrived out on the 29th June, 

‘She Corea, which has been reported so often in the telegrams 
from China as “missing,” arrived at Singapore on the 2nd 
July, The delay on ber voyage was, no doubt, occasioned by 
her having been engaged, in Table Bay, to carry the raails and 
passengers to the Mauritius, that would, in the ordinary cou 
of thi have been conveyed hy the Union Company’s 
steamer Adieu, unfortunately lost there in the hurricane of 
May last. 

The Free Press trusts “the complication of affairsin Perak 
will lend to the Rajah appealing to our Government for assist 
ance; we could scarcely interfere without, here is not the 
slightest donbt that the natives would hail onr arrival with 
pleasure, For several years acivil war has devastated tie 
kingdom, and. since the rule of the present sovereign has been, 
established, his efiurts to restore order have been fruitless 
Would not this be a favourable opportunity for us to offer to 
purchase the country? It would be a valuable acquisition to 
this settlement, and we fancy the Royal family of Perak would 
be delighted to get rid of it at any price.” 

The prisoner Sallay, committed for trial for the amok on 
board the S/ida, has been sent to the Police Hospital to be 
under the surveillance of Dr. Ferguson for a short time, in order 
that the doctor may be enabled to make observations with re- 
ference to his sanity. 

The French steamer Eeho is still lying in the spot and posi- 
tion in which she struck. She is on the reef amidship, asterm 
upon the sand, and under her bows she has a large draft of 
water, She belongs to the French Government, and a French 
ship of war is lying alongside of her awaiting the instructions 
of the Imperial Minister of Marine as to her final disposal. 

The Muster Attendant has verified the position of the rock 
called Congalton’s Car, 

The swindler who was sentenced to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment in the House of Correction, for imposition upon the 
various Chinese Sampan traders, is now undergoing his sen- 
tence. He has been conducting his business in a manner so 
scientific as to do credit to an accomplished London impostor. 
He had two or three letters bearing all the impress of official 
documents stimped &e., &., &c. In addition to these he had 
three or four medallious inscribed with his authority in two or 
three Eastern languages, 

A Triuganu praha lying off Beach Road was visited by tvo 
Malays, who made arrangements with the captain for a passage 
to ''ringanu, after which they went ashore, but returned with 
two companions, and three out of the four remained on board 
all night.

About three 
o'clock on Saturday morning, as ‘the Water Police were going 
their rounds, they heard a noise on board this prahu, and upon 
making their way towards it, they found sarongs and haudker- 


























chiefs, lying in a small boat astern of the prabu, 
and in the water. The tindal in charge of the 
police boat feudeavoured to rouse the people he found 


on board, but they appeared perfectly stupeficd, appa- 
rently by some drug. ‘The noisy men had by this time 
escape, They reported the caso immediately to head In- 
spector IIayward, who, after a little consideration of the matter, 
concluded that these miscreants had taken up their quarters 
in a certain locality with which ho was acquainted. ‘The In- 
spector’s auspicions were well-founded, and in an empty house 
in Clyde-terrace, which was locked on the outside, with a pad- 
lock, he arrested two of the gentry. Mr. Hayward next pro- 
ceeded to another house in Johore-strect, which was also 
empty, with the exception of some books, one of which he 
found, upon examination, to contain tho recipe for mahing 
the drug—as well as a quantity of wet clothes. On board 
of a Malacca prahu the officer arrested another man, together 
with more of the stolen property.

Sir-— The ship Formby, of Liverpool. on her late passage from Hong 
Kong, to Singapore was furiously attacked by fourteen piratical junks, 
heavily armed, and each manned with about fitly men, filteen miles “south 
of Cape Linhose, coatt of Hainan, on dist May. Some 50 shots were 
fired at the ship, some cutting through the plating at the water line, 
fortunately on the weather side. With great difficulty we succeeded in 
stopping the holes, the ship being iron. ‘Their guns were loaded with all 
kinds of conceivable missiles, cutting and damaging the sails and rigging 
badly. Fortuuately the breeze spritging up we managed by outsailing 
them to make our escape, without any of the crew or officers being 
wounded.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—The export from Foochow and Hankow proceeds apace, and 
from all appearance supplies are likely to be large. 

Canvox.—During the fortnight the market has continued very quiet, 
the teamen remaining very firm, and buyers pressing for lower prices, which 
in the case of Scented Teas have resulted ina fall of say 2 to 3 taels, whilst 
Country Greens have advanced fully 2 taeis. Couniry Greens: 4,500 
half-chests have found jbuyers for the American market, but now, prices 
having advanced, the teamen find more difficulty in effecting sales, some 
16,000 packages remain in stock, for which holders are firm. Scented 
‘Teas—Of both kinds have commanded moderate attention, but very 
really fine parcels are to Le met with now, 
out the fortnight been entirely neglected. ‘The following are the settle- 
ments of the fortnight :—'Tayshan, new make 500 boxes; Scented Orange 
Pekoe, 8,000 boxes; Scented Caper, 13,000 boxes ; Gunpowder, 3.000 
boxes; Imperial, 2,000; Country Greens, 4,500}-chts. Say: Gun- 
powder, 30 to 48 tls.; Imperial, 27 to 45; Young Hyson, 19 to 42; Hyson, 
22 to 30; do. Skin, 14to 17. The stock of Country Green is 16,000 
pkgs., of other sorts uncertain. 

oochow.— Settlements of Congou have been on a reduced scale, and 
the supply of the fine grades, on which the demand has principally run, 
has almost come toan end. ‘There have been no transactions in Souchong. 
Some fine parcels have arrived, for which 30taels are talked about. Even 
the best chops are deticient in strength. ‘The following are the settle 
ments of the fortnight:—Congou, 14,766 chests, 18,652 half-chests, and 
2,876 boxes, at 6 to Btls. for dust; 114 to 17 tls for cominon to good 
common; 17 to 244 tls, for flavaury to guod flavoury ; 26 to 34 tls. for 
second-class Kaisows; 32 to 39 tls. for good to fines and 40 tls. for 
finest. Ovlongs : 3,200 half-chests at 173 to 18 tls. for common Congou; 
and 21 to 25 tls. for fair to good. Scented Teas: 8,300 boxes at 32 to 
874 tls. for good to fine ; and 42 to 43 tls. for wiry leaf. Stock on 20th 
June: Congou, 42,100 chests; Souchong, 17,0U0 chests; Pekoe, 600 
chests; Oolong, 14,577 half-chests; Scented, 3,000 boxes. 

Nixero.—The first crops Pingsueys are expected here in about three 
weeks’ time. Several foreign houses have their agents in the interior 
buying up the leaf, and rates have been steadily advancing, To enter 
into contracts for delivery in Shanghai, duty paid, of first quality tea the 
teamen are asking at present S.P. 33 tls. per picul. The quality of the 
leaf is said to be slightly inferior to that of last year's. 

Suaxcat—Blick : Several musters of cw Oopack Congo 
been placed on offer since the dite of our last, but up to the pre 
market has not been opened. Holders are willg to veli at the equivalent 
of Hankow opeving rates, but, notwithstanding the advance of 
four tacls at that port, there are no buyers, All the finest chops 
have been shipped off, but our stock comprises some very good 

nd fine Ovpacks, which are getting scarce in Hankow. ‘Two 
small parcels of flavoury Hohow Kaisuw kind have been settled at 
taels 294 and 293, but these give no quotation for other kinds. Re-ship- 
ments of Hankow settlements have been 7,100 chests and the unsold 
stock is estimated at 8,00 chests, ‘Total shipments, (including Hankow 
settlements).

last year. Green Teas: Only a%moll business has been done in these 
descriptions, the stock left offering no inducement to purchases, being 
chiefly composed of common and undesirable qualities, Settlements 
have been 3,200 half-chests ai tacls 17) to 24 for common to good Fy- 
chow, and taels 30} for one chop of good Moyune—prices showing no 
change on our last quotations. ipments have only been 400 half- 
chests, and the stock is reduced to 6,100 packages. From the Ping-suey 
districts we learn that the new crop will be superior to -that of last season, 
but supplies cannot arrive here under a month or six weeks from this date. 
Total shipments (including Kiukiang settlements) from Ist June to date, 
8,600 half-chests ; against 1,900 half-chests last year. 

Hanxow.—After the departure of last mail, buyers appeared less 
anxious to operate, and a reduction on opening rates was anticipated, 
which, however, has not been realised, Teamea remain firm in their 
prices, and a few eager buyers again entered the market paying extreme 
and extravagant rates. The news brought by the French mail of a re- 
duction in duty, reached us on the 10th instant, which had the immediate 
effect of establishing a further advance of 3 to 4 tacls. The teamen seem 
determined to support the advantage gained by barely feeding the market, 
although stocks in the country are known to be large. The quality of 
the new musters coming to market do not by any means improve, Settle- 
ments for the fortnight amount to 123 chops (including 13 contracts) 
making the total settlements to date 135 chops, end leaving a stock on the 
market of 15 chops.

‘on last season’s, both in liquor and in the manipulation of the leaf, though 
the latter is still very carelessly performed; the teas from more distant 
and superior districts are expected to arrive in a few davs. Settlements 
amount to about 400 or 500 piculs, comprising about 180 piculs new tea.

This opportunity 
carries about 2,900 bales similarly destined, shipped at Japan and 
Shanghai for conveyance by tht P. and O. Co., and would have been 
much more had the Shanzhai steamer been I: 

SwancHas.—The low rai: of exchange ruling at the commencement 
of the mail, as well as the news of the prospect of peace in America. 
and less favourable reports of ropean silk crop, have induced heavy 
transactions throughout the fo-tu:ht, but fully 2,000 bales of the present 
estimate of settlements were purchases made at the close of last mail. but 
too late to be included in last report. Prices advanced fully 25 to 30 tls. 
per picul, and were maintained until the departure of the French mail, 
notwithstanding the material rise in the rate of exchange ; but the dealers 
are now more willing sellers, and are prepared to submit toa decline. 
The new silk is coming forward freely, and the reports of the second 
crop are so far sati-factory. The Tsaties, Yuenfas, and Hainings of this 
year may be considered about the same as last season's, but Taysaams 
are certainly inferior.

Yoxouama.—Since our last mail issue there has been a moderately 
active market resulting in settlements for the present steamer of about 
700 bales, the principal part of which have been purchased since the 
Pekin’s arrival with the 10th April advices ; the news of the continued high 
prices ruling in London with the revival of demand and increased business 
may probably have induced the above operations, whilst on the other hand 
the low rate of exchange on London would make this mode of remitting 
funds appear favourable.

The stock is estimated at about 5,000 bales.

The President announced that Wu, ex-Taoutai of Shanghai, 
had kindly placed at the disposal of the society the lower story 
of his housein the Ningpo Road, and that the Council hoped 
that they would be able to arrange to have the next meeting of 
the socicty held there. The Council has also engaged the ser- 
vices of aclerk and curator, who would reside on the premises. 
He hoped that the members of the society would assist in the 
contemplated work of forming good museum and library. 

A paper by Mr. Noctzli, entitled “Incidents connected with 
a journey to Cambodia which had for its object a commercial 
enterprise,” was then read. 

It struck the writer, then at Singapore, that Kamput, a port 
of Cambodia doing a considerable trade with Singapore, and 
where no European merehant had yet settled, offered induee- 
ments to start a foreign trade, and in the spring of 1859 he, 
with a companion, left Singapore in a schooner for that port. 
On landing they found Kamput a small town of from 5,000 to 
6,000 inhabitants, built on a narrow river, the people mostly 
Chinese and refugees from Cochin China, They were well 
received by the King, who had come down to Kamput to witness 
the launch of a vessel built in European style, and who, like 
his neighbour at Siam, is not only friendly to foreigners but 
also the first trader in his own country. The adventurers, 
however, soon found that it was not possible to dispose of their 
goods at Kamput, the real trade of the place being conducted 
at Kau-kao, a seaport of Cochiy China, about ten miles south. 
‘The French at this time being engaged in war with that country, 

peans were allowed to visit the port which communi- 
cates directly with the river Mei-kong. Here the Chinese barter 
their goods for rico, liquid, indigo, salt, fish, horas and hides, 
cotton, cardamoms, gamboge, and silk for the Indian market, 
which are carried in boats thence to Kamput to be exported 
to China and Singapore. After a dinner with the King, fol- 
loweil by a visit from his Majesty, Mr. Noetzli and his companion 
travelled in buffalo-carts to Udong, the capital. Of the 
journey thither and thetcity itself Mr. Noetzli gave an inter- 
esting description ; here he was kindly received by tho First 
Prince and remained somo time. The tit of the arrival of 
the King from Kamput being, however, doubtful, he left, aud 
visited the Freuch missionary station at Piuhulie, the seat 
of a bishop, and after a stay of a few days went on 
to Phenum Bevg. Phenum Beng is situated at the 
spot whero the Mei-kong and the outlet of the Ta-li-sap 
lake, after joining, again divide to enclose the dclta of the 
Mei-kong, forming hero a cross. It has thus direct water 
communications in four directions ; ove arm coming from the 
lake Ta-li-sap, connected with the Siamese province and town 
of Battam-bong ; ono (the Meikong) flowing from the moun- 
tains of Thibet through the South-west province of China and 
Lao country; the third flowing through the province of Mi-tho, 
communicating with Saigon ; and the fourth leading to Bareac, 
from which at Chandoc commences the caval spoken of before | 
as connected with Cau-cao. Thus situated Phenum Beng is | 
the most important station in Cambodia and the emporium for | 
foreign and native goods; the population is probably from 
20,000 to 40,000, and the river is so wide that the opposite 
skore belonging to Cochin China is not visible. The inhabi- 
tants, ranged according to their respective numbers, are Cochin 
Chinese, Cambodians, Chinese and Malays ; tho principal mer- 
chants being Chinese, The natives here appear to be as much 
addicted to opium-smoking as the Chinese. The writer then 
gave a description of the currency, and exhibited a silver tical 
lately coined by the King of Cambodia. The coin most in use 
is the Cochin Chinese cash, but others are current. The locality, 
in addition to the usual articles of commerce, produces abun- 
dance of sugar-cave and fruits and vegetables of excellent 
quality. From Phenum Beng the writer started for the Ta-li- 
sap lake, the river passing through dense jungle affording 
shelter for multitudes of birds and monkeys, but apparently 
uninhabited by} man, ‘The lake is situated between about 
12 and 14 degrees north latitude, and has probably a diameter 
of about a hundred and twenty miles and a circumference of 
four hundred {miles. The shores are low, and covered ‘with 
thick forest, and during the inundations are flooded ; the 
water is shallow, but is inhabited by countless shoals of fish. 
A large fishing villago marked the entranco ot the river flowing 





















into the lake from Battara-bong in Siam, a description of 
which was given, Here were found two Frenchmen, lately 


returned from the gold mines; they stated that gold in abun- 
dance was to be had at a small distance from Battam-bong, 
but that hitherto the unhealthiness of the Chinese had pre- 
vented the working of the mines, the water in the neighbour- 
hood of which is, moreover, stated to be poisonous. Here a 
letter received caused Mr. Noetztli’s immediate return, and he 
decided on tho overland route to Bangkok as the quickest. 
After many disagremens, and some dangers surmounted, added 
to the impossibility of procuring proper food, ho arrived, 
in the middle of August at Bangkok. 

The President having made a few remarks on Cambodia, its 
ancient greatness and present poverty, its mineral wealth and 
fertility, its one port, and one inland town, after a reference to 
the history of Poland as offering more than one point of ro- 
semblance, passed a deserved compliment on Mr. Noetzli, for 
his energy in endeavouring to open a country so little known, 
and his courage in alone undertaking the overland journey from 
Battam-bong to Bangkok, 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Noctzli was then passed unani- 
mously. 

The Presidenthaving announced to the meeting his approach- 
ing departure from Shanghai, 

It was proposed by Dr. Johnston, That this meting, while 
congratulating the President of this society, Sir Harry S. ‘Parkes, 
on his recent appointment ag British Minister in Japan, cannot 
but look with regret on his approaching departure, which will 
Geprive the socicty of his services as President which he has 
dischared so ably and energetically since its resuscitation.” 
He hoped that the President would still continue in Japans 
to take the same interest in the society which he has always 
exhibited here, and added that to him the society was mainly 
indebted for its present satisfactory position. 

The motion having been seconded by the Rev. C. H. Butcher, 
was carried unanimousiy. 

‘The President then made a few remarks on the present 
position of the society aud its futuro prospects. It now con- 
tains upwards of 150 members; up to this time there had 
always been a supply of papers for the monthly meetings, some 
of which were very valuable, and he had every reason to ex- 
pect that for the prescut at least, there would be no short- 
comings, He had been promised some extremely interesting 
papers, and he hoped that the work so well begun would under 
his successor be ably carried out. With thanks to the meeting 
for their kind appreciation of his services, he thought that to 
the successive secretaries of the socicty, Messrs. Jamieson and 
Brown, much of their present prosperity was due. He then in 
a few words took leave of the meeting.

310,000,000 capital required for the American, or Western 
Union Company, part of the works, $3,500,000 have, accord- 
ing to the statements of the Russian press, been already sub- 
scribed for in the United States. The Francisco Nicholaiefsk 
line will be the property of the company for 33 years, at the 
end of which period a new lease will perhaps be allowed them 
at the pleasure of the Government. In Russia the servants 
of the company must be chiefly Russians, and the Government 
have been accorded the right of occupying the stations, block- 
houses, and military defences belonging to the company. The 
company require the sauction of the Government for disposing 
of their property or concluding avy contracts with other per- 
sons, companies, or Governments relative to the use of the line.

TIENTSIN AND THE NEW TREATY PORTS. 

Five years have elapsed since the Treaty of Ticntsin was 
ratified, and foreign merchants opencd branches of old firms, 
or established uew houses, at the ports open to foreign trade 
by that treaty: namely, ‘Tientsin, Newchwang, and Ciefoo, in 
the extreme uorth of China, and Hankow, Kiukiang, aud Chiu- 
kiang, up the Yangtezo River, Experience has proved that 
the three first named ports have not realised the commercial 
expectations entertained of their resources for import and 
export trade with British and other foreign merchants ; and it 
is reported that the principal houses at Hong Kong and the old 
ports contemplate withdrawing their branches and agencies 
from them. Inthe event of such a movement a local con- 
temporary, the Overland China Mail, predicts that * those 

« pluces will consequently drop quietly out of the roll of the 
“treaty ports.” While there is every probability of the large 
exporters in tea and silk withdrawing their branches from 
‘Tientsin, it does not follow that the importers of merchandise 
will abandon that port. The former have simply found out 
that they made a mistake in expecting a proportionate share 
of trade to what they enjoy at the produce ports ; as the foreign 
commerce at Tientsin is entircly in imports of manufactured 
goods, in which they do little or nothing, and hence 
they are not laid out for doing the trade. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that we learn of some costly establishments 
being given up, in these days of retrenchment, where there are 
no prospects of sufficient profit to pay expenses, Ou the other 
hand, those branches and new houses who lay themselves out 
for the import trade in cotton stuffs and other kinds of 
European merchandise have a large field for their operations. 
Some idea of this may may be gathered from the fact that the 
value of the imports in 1862, according to the Customs returns, 
amounted to £2,350,000 ; in 1863, £2,230,000, and although 
there may be a less amount in 1864 than the first item, in the 
absence of returns. there is reason to conclude that it was 
greater than that of the latter sum ; while, so far, the trade of 
1865 is not inferior to the preceding year. Tis being the 
case, the prediction of our contemporary in South China savours

opening of the traffic to foreigners, they naturally expected that 
there would be a considerable reduction in the prices of shirtings 
and other Manchester goods; and the merchants themselves 
supposed that such would be the case. Indeed, one or two 
“new hands” sold at the prices offered by the astute Chinese, 
and suffered considerable loss thereby to their constituents in 
the south. On comparing the resulta, however, with the ruling 
rates for similar goods before the port was opened, it was found 
that there was no marginal profit to induce the country traders 
to deal direct with the importers. Heuce the trade has con- 
tinued in the hands of the native brokers, to the detriment of 
those firms who have goue to a large expense in opening up 
the commerce of this port. No doubt that this has been one 
of the causes which disgusts tbe old houses with the pettifogging 
trade of the place. To remedy this commercial draw- 
back there is only one course open. ‘That is, for 
British merchants to be well supplied with goods direct 
from Englaud; so as to save the delays and expenses 
of indirect shipments, and thereby offer them at prices 
so far below those asked by the brokers as to induce the na- 
tive traders to deal directly with them, without theintervention 
of “ middlemen.” Unless some course of this kind be pursued, 
there is no hope for the foreigner at Tientsin realising a fair 
share of the profits of trade at that port, which he was in- 
duced to belicve would be the case after it was opencd. More- 
j over, in the event of the Chinese becoming legally owners of 
foreign ships, even the carrying trade may fall into their hands, 
and it is just possible thas the prediction of our contemporary 
may be realised, Be that as it may, there is sufficient in the 
large import trade of Tientsin to encourage enterprising manu- 
facturers aud merchants to try a direct shipment of cotton 
| stufls aud other merchandise suitable for that market.

THE EXTRADITION TREATY WITIL CHINA. 


The following letter appeared in the Daily News :— 

Sir,—I hope you will allow mea short space in your columns for the 
narration of a melancholy tragedy enacted between this and Canton, in 
which the English authorities bave taken no inconsiderable part. Before 
narrating the facts of the case, I should mention that by the 2lst article of 
the treaty of Tientsin, it is stipulated that * if criminal subjects of China 
shall take refuge in Hong Kong, or on board British ships there, they 
shall, upon due requisition by the Chinese authorities, be searched 
for, and, on proof of their guilt, be delivered up.” Acting 
upon the above clause, the mandarins at Canton, in the mouth of 
April. demanded from the government at Hong Kong the rendition of a 
cerain Chinaman residing at the latter place on the plea of his being a 
pirate. ‘They were backed up in this request by a letter from the British 
Consul at Canton, and the proof of his guilt wassent down by the 
mandarins. The Chinaman in question had been residing in 
the colony since the month of September, 1864, and the fol- 
lowirg facts appeared in connexion with the inquiry :—That he 
styled himself and was known among the Chinese as the Mo- Wong, one 
of the Wongs or leaders of the late rebellion that was dispersed at Nan- 
king, who, with better fortune than some of his comrades, had escaped and 
made his way to Hong Kong. He was the possessor of considerable 
wealth, which he kept at his own house. ‘This, together with his having 
been a rebel, made him the object of “squeezes” from secre: societies 
here, who extorted a good deal from him under threats of betraying his 
refuge to the mandarins. Becoming alarmed and disgusted at these fre- 
quent apprals to his purse and his fears, he took a legal opinion as to his 
safety in case his prosecutors carried their threat into execution, and being 
assured as to his perfect safety on British soil, he snapped his fingers at 
the extortioners, and entered into partnership with a shopkeeper at Hong 
Kong. Thus deprived of their anticipated mine of wealth, his former 
pensioners carricd their threat into execution, ne doubt to obtain a reward 
from the mandarivs. ‘The mandarin, who was certain of his promotion 
should he succeed in catching so famous a rebel, who had escaped the 
cluiches of the Futai of the north, forthwith, as I have said before, 
demanded his rendition as a pirate, and having by some means, not known 
yet, got the English Consul to back him in the request, he sent down his 
demand and proof to Hong Kong. ‘The man was seized, tried before the 
magistrate’s court, where all that is above stated fully appeare 
of his piracy, which consisted of one witness sent down specially by 
mandarins, was produced, and uotwithstanding the protest of the couns 
retained for the prisoner, who said that no Chinaman’s life would be safe 
in the colony if he were given up on such evidence, the magistrate, under 
the direction of the Law officers of the crown, made ont the requisite order 
for his rendition. On this being communicated 10 the Mo-Wong he made 
up his mind if possible to commit: suicid jumping overboard on his 
pasize to Canton, knowing as he «id too well the horrid fate that there 
awaited him. When handed over to the Chinese officials he begged to be 
relea-ed frum the handeutis, but ove of our civil officials, not iv the 
police, would not perinit this, and he was therefore conveyed to. Canton 
iu the mauacles of the Hong Kong police. On bis arrival there he was 
taken to prison, the next day brought be‘ore the mandarins. where he 
refused to plead, acknowledging, hum a ken back to 
prison, a was executed in the way reserved for political 
offenders, d to a cross, his cheeks then sliced off, then the 
insides of his arms and thighs, and finally disembowelled whi yetalive. 
‘This put beyond a doubt the real cause of the demand for this inan, and 
the real olfeace for which he was wanted, 

There are two points in this case which surcly should be brought before 
the public at home. First, whether under the claise quoted above there 
was in this case sufficient ground for giving up the man. Now, all that 
Thave stated preceding his rendition was perfectly well known. 
Tam notasare that even any pretence was made of ignorance or of dis- 
belief on the part of the Government officers. Under such circumstances 
one would itnagine that they would proceed with the greater cantion when 
the life of even a Chinaman was at stake, yet we see that on the 
requisition of a provincial magistrate only, on the witness of one 
man only provided by the same magntrate, they gave him up on 
a charge. of piracy, for which crime when the Chinese had got the 
man they had uot the ordinary deceney to pretend to punish him, Secondly, 
it ix ail important to consider whether, if the rendition of this man 
was unavoidable under the treaty, it be right that such a clause should 
exist mment longer. If any local mandarin finds that it is in his power 
by simply writing to the Hong Kong ent, and producing one 
witness, (9 obtain the rendition of any resident in the colony, then, 
indeed, is no man’s life or property sale here. Consider the venality off 
Orientals, their cupidity, the well-known paternal “squecze” of the 

chinese mayistrate, and the temptation afforded by ‘the wealthy native 
residents of Hong Kong. Why should such a nation, the most treacher- 
ous and cruel in its dealings with buth foreigners and its own subjects, 
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be the only one with whom we have such an exceptional extradition treaty ? 
With no other nation is there a question of rendition of political criminals; 
this clause specifies no crimes, nor does it detine whether the criminality 
is to be judged by Chinese or English law. Of course there can be no 
doubt as to the intention of the framers, but the abuse it has already led to, 
or it is liable to lead to, ealls for imperative redress. I write hurriedly to 
catch the outward mail, but I hope, Sir, that the incompleteness of my 
letter will not hinder you from using the powerful influence of your paper 
lo expose such a state of things. It is the almost universal feeling of the 
inhabitants of Hong Kong that this man has been sacrificed to mandarin 
rascality, and by bringing the matter to the notice of the British publie, 
you will oblige and render a service to every true ENGLISHMAN.

Kong-Foo-Tse), says, “ Incense perfumes bad smells, and candies illu- 
mine men’s hearts.” Acting on that principle, they use both lavishly in 
public and in private, which would lead the hypercritical to conclude that 
their hearts require a great deal of lighting up, and that the natural 
odours of their temples and dwellings are none of the sweetest, Joss- 
sticks (wan heang) and tinsel-paper (yuen paou) are the forms under 
which this incense is usually burned, and the consumption is so enormous 
that, according to Morrison, there are no less than ten thousand makers 
in the province cf Canton alone, Morning and evening three sticks of 
incense are to be offered. 

There was launched on the 11th August from the yard of Messrs. 
Thomas Rovden and Sons, Baflin-street, a very fine steamer named the 
Yamuna. This vessel has been built for Messrs. Reynolds, Mann and 
Co., of this port, and is intended for the East India trade. ‘The Yamuna 
has been built for the purpose of carrying large cargoes and attaining a 
high rate of speed. She has been fitted with engines of 180-horse 
power, by Messrs. J, Jack and Co., and is in every respect complete. Her 
dimensions are —Length, 250 feet ; breadth, 32 feet; depth of hold, 
20 feet 6 inches.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, August 7. 

‘The Parliamettary session for this year came toan end on the 
last of the past month. The First Chamber of the States- 
Gencral passed some Bills, mostly of local interest. The only 
exception was, that the Commercial Treaty with France was 
passed unanimot All the members have now gone to their 
country residences, or to the watering places, to enjoy the 
pleasures of the bathing season, and to repose from the fatigues 
of business. Some of the members of the Cabinet also have 
gone abroad, Mr. Thorbecke, who, a false rumour said, was to 
be repiaced on his own request by Mr. Jansens, will go to 
Dresden, and Mr, Fransen van de Patte mikes a trip to Swit- 
zerland. ‘The Dayblad seems to think that our possessions 
must speedily perish, now that the Minister has left the duties 
of the department to the Seeretary-Geveral. Ineed not say 
that it is very difficult to keep up the fire of opposition in the 
dead season, so that recourse must be taken to all means. 

Mv, Floris Adrian van Hall, Minister of State, and the former 
head of the departments of justice, finances, and foreign affairs, 
is so dangerously iil, that it is feared he has but a few days to 
live. 

‘The coftve-trade has energetically protested against the mode 
of sale adapted at the auction of the Netherlands Trading 
Company, ‘The company declines to sell on sample, notwith- 
standing the managers distribute samples; but the company 
will not be accountable when the quality does not answer to 
the samples, ‘The protest of the trade is thoroughily justifiable, 
aud the Chambers of Commevee should try to bring this im- 
portant question to a settlement. 

It is rumoured that the Minister of the Colonial Department, 
intends to establish an ijustitution for the education of Indian 
functionaries at Utrecht. Such institutions exist already at 
Delft and Leyden. 

Some time ago I told you that Mr. Fransen van de Putte 
proposed to abvlish the so-called culture-percentage. I 
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now hear that at the same time the salaries of ali the func- 
tionaries in India will be considerably increased, because most 
of them profited by levying this per centage. Some of the 
injustice committed against th: native popuiation will thus be 
prevented. The Minister has also taken some measures to 
improve the education of the Indian population ; till now it was 
necessary that the sons of the “upper ten” should come to 
Holland to begin and finish their education. 

The King will arrive at the Hague within a few days, 
from his trip to Switzerland. The Prince of Orange returned 
there yesterday from his visit to England.

Rather cariier than usual, the Stati: 
Board of Trade have just’ issued their annual tables of the 
commerce and navigation of this port for 1864, Perfect as 
they arein all that relates to suipping, to imports, to the flne- 
tuations of the , and anuiy other interesting stati 
tical subjects, thi still able, Lecgicite-udd,ta the abjec 
tions I mentioned last year on their appearance, viz, that vot 
aword is said, nor a figure given, of perhaps the most impor- 
tant part of the whole trade,—I mean the exports. 

As might have been expected from the unsettled state of 
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| political affairs in this immediate neighbourhood last year, and 
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the danger of capture from the Danish ships of war, cruising 
off the mouth of the Elbe, if not actually blockading it, there 
has been a considerable falling off in the total number of vessels 
that arrived in 1864 (5,012 against 5,543 in 1863), though the 
deficiency in the tonnage was comparatively not so large 
(465,909 lastsin 1864 against 481,216 in 1863),in consequence 
of the ships that arrived being of a larger class and greater ton- 
nage than in the preceding year, And yct, anomalousas it 
may appear, there is a uot inconsiderable increase in the general 
amount of imports, both with respect to weight and value ; for 
whilst they were in 1863 only 41,516,011 centners in weight, 
they rose in 1864 to 43,858,294, showing an increase of about 
2,342,000 centners or 137,000 tons. So also with the value 
of the imports, which in 1863 were 738,665,510 marks banco, 
whilst last year they had risen to 773,016,770 m.b, showing 
an increase of 34,351,260 m.b., or about 42,700,000. In 
1863 the increase in the value of the imports over that of the 
preceding year was nearly 100 miliions of marks banco, or 
£8,000,000 ; so that, though the increase is ouly one-third of 
what it was in 1863—which was the most prosperous year ever 
known here—still it is satisfactory to perceive that notwith- 
standing all the drawbacks to an active trade from the war of 
last year, and the uncertainty attending the future state of 
things, which naturally must exercise a depressing influonce on 
the spirit of commercial enterprise, more especially in connec- 
tion with the more distant parts of the globe,—it is satisfac- 
tory, I repeat, to observe thaton the whole there is no real falling 
off in the imports, but rather an increase of nearly three 
millions sterling in the value. 

From the Far East came 27 vessels (against 37 in 1863), of 
5,050 lasts or 15,150 tons (against 20,367 tons in 1863 ); of 
which 11 were froma China, 2 from the Philippine Islands, 1 
from Netherlands India, and the rest from the British East 
Indies. 

On the other hand, in the Departures we find (p. 86) 8 ves- 
sels for Australia, 1 to Apia (Navigators’ Islands), 22 to China, 
1 to Manila, 1 to Macassar, and 5 to British India ; making to- 
gether 39 vessels, against 84 in 1863. 

In my next letter I shall give your readers some particulars 
of the special trade of this port with the Far East. 

The St. Petersburg Northern Post contains the following :— 
“Some curious orders been received in Finland from China, 
among which twenty casks of Finlandish essence of punch, 
which have been already forwarded to Hong Kong, as well as 
a considerable quantity of chemical matches without phosphorus 
or sulphur. A Finnish captain of the name of Lahuss was the 
first to introduco these articles to the Chinese, having taken 
them with him on his last voyage from Hamburg to China, and 
they appear to bave found favour in the eyes of natives.” 

With regard to the first above-mentioned articles, I may here 
mention that the “cssenco of punch,” confessedly bought at 
Hamburg by Capt. Lahuss, is a very common beverage here 
for local consumption, and is exported also in considerable 
quantities, It is composed of all the ingredients of punch 
minus the water, which can be added either hot or cold to suit 
the taste of the consumer, or used without any water at all, in 
which case it forms a very pleasant ligveur or cordial. ‘There 
are four or five manufacturers of it in this city, where it is 
made wholesale, aud the purchaser can select it made from rum, 
cognac, or arrac, according to his taste. It is difficult to under- 
stand why Finland should receive the order above stated, where 
none of the ingredients of punch are produced, but rather im- 
ported chiefly from this market, and subject on importation 
there to a high rate of duty. It is true that Hamburg cannot 
boast either of producing any of the ingredients of punch in the 
raw state, but enjoys many facilities for purchasing them in a 
large market like this at the cheapest rate and without any 
import duty, clarifying and improving them, mixing the com- 
pound without any inconvenient and onerous supervision by 
excise officers, and exporting the ready made article to all parts 
of the world, Lcre on the spot this essence of punch is con- 
sumed in large quantities,, the retail price being only a mark 
currency, or 1s. 2d. sterling per quart bottle, and of course much 
cheaper wholesale. On the label of the bottle the direction for 
using it says—*Mix one part of the essence with twice as 
much water ;” so that in fact for one shilling and twopence one 
can make three quarts of punch, 

The annual summer fair of Nijni Novgorod was officially in- 
augurated on the 27th of July with the usual ceremonies, 
After the celebration of High Mass in the priucipal church, the 
flags were hoisted, cannon fired, and the fair was formally de- 
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clared opened. Business, however, had not yet commenced, as 
the influx both of buyers and sellers was still very limited, 
though expected to increase during the succeeding week.

Correr.—This market has been very lively, and higher prices are freely 
paid.

Nortce To MaRInens.—Sttaxaitar, June 5, 1865.—Sir,—Will you 
kindly insert the position of a shoal seea by me in the ship Kelso, on her 
passage from Sydney for Shangha. On the morning of April 20, on 
looking over the side at daybreak observed the water discoloured, but 
could see the bottom quite plain. Took several casts of the lead, getting 
bottom from 25 10 18 fathoms. fine coral sand with red specks, small 
shells, and seaweed, a strong N.E. swell on at the time. Could see no 
broken water from the deck. At 8 a.a. ship clear of the shoal, heading 
N.N.W., wind N.E., going from thrce to four knots. At noon the ship's 
position, lat, 23, 54 S., lon. 159, 20 E., by observations J place the north 
end of the sheal in lat, 24, 12 5., lon. 27 E. We sailed over it in 
a N.N.W. direction for two hours, the bottom was distinctly seen the 
greater part of the time, with large stones covered with seaweed. As 
this shoal is not laid down in any of my charts, and being in the fairway 
track to China and India from the Colonies, and as there may be some 
shoal patches on it, by giving this publicity for the guidance of navi
